to havo personal control over nil federal of- 
fices in their districts mny imagine, thnt they 
can persuade the public thnt tho civil ser- 
vice commission is discharged for its own 
sins, but their pretence is too transparent 
and tho people know perfectly well why 
Butler nnd others hcvo do™ lUoir utmost, 
and with success, to destroy this great dike 
against the flood of corruption. 


Tliero ia no use in getting up high sound- 


ing party platforms and denouncing corrup- 
tion while wo keep men in Congress who 
trade in offices, who buy votes with appoint- 
ments and who use the servants of the pub- 
lic for their own private lackeys. 
We have 


in every part of oar country s dangerous 
class of voters, men who sell thoir ballots. 
To give Congressmen conlrol of the 
local 


offices with power to rnako and power to 
unmake, ia lo pul into Ihoir hands n lever 
that can move Ibis dangerous class. To tol- 
erate a system under which a man may be 
turned out of office for persona! or political 
reasons is to convert the public offices into 
private property and offer tho public ser- 
vants every inducement to neglect their real 
toaster nnd bow down to a fellow servant of 
fl higher grade.

In addition to the essential quality of al 


bumeu required in tho organism of the fow] 
tho laying hen requires an oxtr» amount fo 
tho formation of eggs—tho white of th 
lion's eggs being about twelve per cent, o 
albumen, and this must bo furnished in he 
feed. I3y referring to the chemical aualy 
sis of tho different kinds of grains, it will b 
seen that corn contains the greatest ampun 
of fatty substances, while wheat contains 
larger amount of albumen than any othe 
kind of grain. To fatten hens, therefore 
feed corn. To procure eggs feed wheat 
meat, cabbago, apples aud thick milk. Th 
milk not only series to moisten the food, 
but also contributes aibumoii, which goes to 
the formation of tho egg. Many person 
saem to suppose that domestic fowls neet 
no food but corn, in one form or another 
But it should be considered that "fowls' 
means the material for supporting the frame 
of the bird and furnishing material for th< 
egg, and to manufacture theso they inusl 
have tho raw material. All.animals con- 
sume more oy less of lime; it is one princi' 
pal element entering into tho composition 
of the bones, but the hen needs au ft: 
supply for tho eggs.
